Questioned April 10, 1974, by the U.S. 
Internal Revenue Service, Captain John 
Cooper of the Madison County sheriff 
department said records maintained by 
Captain Demos Nicholas disappeared 
immediately after the latter's death in 
1972. 

Some surviving staff members now 
blame Capt. Nicholas for alleged depart- 
mental improprieties 

Q. “In other words, your phase of it, you 
reported to Nicholas and Grzywacz 
reported to the sheriff?’ Cooper was 


asked. 

A. “Well, if he reported to the sheriff he 
did it on their own,"' Cooper said. 

“T mean T — it was under my im- 
pression, butI am sure that the sheriff had 
him report to him for this reason: There 
was this big feud between the sheriff and 
Nicholas. 

“It was a long-standing thing which 
involved the sheriff's brother when Demos 
Nicholas was the treasurer of the City of 
Madison. 

“And it was a long feud and it was a 
power struggle, and I was in the middle all 
the time, and that’s why I didn’t like it. 

“you ask me about reports, I am sure 
that we have a lot of reports that were 
made up under (Sheriff) Fraundorf and

“All I know is when Captain Nicholas 
died, there were a number of people. Now, 
his desk was locked. There was a number 
of people that had gone through his desk, 
for whatever reason I don't know. 

“But they had gone through his desk and 
removed several things from his desk; like 
guns, different — the reports. 

“When we officially went’ through 
Demos’ desk, I believe the next day after 
he died, there were just a lot of things that 
weren't there. 

“What the reason, I don’t know,

significant to me. Some of it appears now 
that it might be significant because of 
some of the things that are happening up 
there now 

“It seems there’s another power 
struggle going on, it seems like — the 
sheriff and I are not always on the best of 
terms 

“He's always on my back about this or 
that, little insignificant things. He just — 
he and I just don’t see eye to eye ona lot of 
things. 

“‘T hate to get into that area, infact — to 
be perfectly honest, I hated to even come 
down without him listening to what I say, 
because I am sure that the man doesn't 
trust me. It's probably unrelated to this, so 
1 won't discuss it.”

Two men were wounded in a shooting 
incident occurring at 10:10 p.m. Thursday 
at Stieb's Tavern, 2422 Nameoki Road.

An officer found a slug on the bar and 
showed it to the employee, who reported 
being afraid and said he didn’t want to 
become involved. 

Due to evidence inside the premises, 
officers then closed the tavern and made a 
list of those present at the time. 

One person eventually told police that 
Johnson and another man were seated at 
tables a to each other when an

"The man who hit Johnson allegedly got 
up froin his seat at the table and pulled a 
gun from under his shirt. 

Johnson then ran to the rear of the 
building and behind the bar, with the man 
firing a shot at him.

The two in the argument then began 
shooting at each other, it was related. 

At this point, the man ran out the door 
and Johnson ran after him. 

Two shell casings and three slugs were 
found in the tavern.

No. 7 Galvanizing Line set a record in 
total tons produced and in its tons-per-hour 
rate, coating a total of 17,838 tons of steel 
during July at a rate of 24.2 tons an hour.

previous record of January 1974 by 1,100 
tons. :

Fifty-three families whose 
homes were destroyed by fire 
received over $4,500 in

Corrective diet urged for 
Prosecutor YOUNgsters with blood fat 


The Ilinois Heart Association 
is recommending that children 
in families with a high risk of 
heart or blood vessel disease be 
efamined by a physician and be 
placed on a corrective diet if 
they have excessive levels of fat 
in their blood. 

Fats such as cholesterol or 
triglyceride can cause a con- 
dition known medically as 
hyperlipidemia, which is 
related to atherosclerosis, a 
disease in which arteries 
become clogged with fatty 


The Heart Association adds 
that — although evidence does 
not yet support a recom- 
mendation that cholesterol and 
saturated fat should be reduced 
in the diet of all children — the 
public should be advised that 
such modification appears safe 
and likely to be beneficial in 
reducing of retarding the risk of 
atherosclerotic disease in adult 
years. 

A high-risk family is defined 
as one in which either or both 
parents have hyperlipidemia or 
high blood pressure, or a family 


deposits. 

= in which parents or grand- 
parents have suffered a heart 
attack or a stroke or developed 
a blood vessel disease before 
the age of 50. 

Children from high-risk 
families should be examined 
carefully for hyperlipidemia 
with at least two, preferably 
three, repetitive samplings of 
their blood fats, says the Heart 
Association. 

Those whose cholesterol and 
triglyceride levels rank in the 
top 10 percent of their age and 
sex groups should be placed on 
a diet specific to the type of

hyperlipidemia the child has, 
after ruling out other diseases 
or drugs as the cause, it is ex- 
plained. 

The Hlinois Heart Association 
is an affiliate of the American 
Heart Association, which 
developed the statement on 
hyperlipidemia in children. 

‘The statement said opinion is 
nearly unanimous among 
Physicians and scientists about 
changing the diet of children 
with diet-induced 
hyperlipidemia.

“In. an overwhelming 
majority of Illinois’ 1,012 school 
districts, school desegregation 
is ‘no longér a socially or 
politically controversial -issue. 
Rather, it has evolved into well; 
accepted if not ingrained 
practice of providing the best 


‘educational settings for all 


students attending public 
schools,” says State Board 
member Donald Muirheid. 

Many school districts, he 
explained, are beginning to turn 
their attention to what social 
scientists are terming ‘“‘second 
Beneration” concerns — what 
bappens after the initial im- 
plementation years of a 
desegregation 

“Desegregation unfortyna- 
tely does remain a heated issue 
in a handful of this state’s 
school districts,"" said 
Muirheid, who chairs the 
board’s Equal Educational 

nity Committee. 

“Not all districts have ac- 
cepted desegregation as a 
practice. But with thé passing of 
each year, more and more of 
Illinois’ schools are becoming 
fully integrated and, im- 
portantly, it is being done 
peacefully. This year is no 
exception.”

Chicago's plan, composed of 3 
“permissive transfer 
and an‘ “open enrollment 
program,” is designed to en- 
courage integration of the 
public volun- 
tary participation of 
students in various educational 
enrichment programs. Chicago 
public school officials project 
that, by implementing the 
initial phases of their plan, an 
additional 30,000 students will 
be attending classes in 


desegregated settings when -United States, 


school resumes this fall. 

Rockford 205 has been 
making progress _— with 
desegregating its schools over 
the past couple of years through 
the use of “magnet schools” 
and a mixture of voluntary, 
transfer plans. ‘‘Rockford 
school officials, community 
groups, parents and students 
can be especially proud of their 
collective movement toward 
desegregating city schools,” 
State School Superintendent 
Joseph M. Cronin commented. 

“According to our reports,” 
Cronin said, “their efforts will 
have brought about the 
elimination of racially iden- 
tifiable schools when the 1978-79 
school year begins, and that's 
quite an accomplishment.” 

In the fall of 1978, the question 
no longer remains whether or 
not we will have desegregated 
schools ‘in Illi * Muirheid 
said, ‘‘but rather what are the 
long-term effects of the 
movement to provide quality 
integrated education?” 

‘The impact of desegregation 
following several years of plan 
implementation is becoming of 
increasing importance to 
educators and community 
leaders. According to Dr. 
Cronin, “School districts need 
to seek advice in areas such as 
community information and 
education, teacher develop- 
ment, and ‘long-range analyses 
of attitudes and achievement to 
encourage an educationally 
productive transition from 
desegregation to integration. 

“Those best prepared to offer 
advice to others on school 
desegregation are those who 
have experienced it first-hand,” 
he added. 

‘Among those where he has 
cited progress are the Madison 
public schools. 

Some Illinois districts are 
beginning their eighth or tenth 
year of implementation. ‘‘For 
the first time, we have a 
generation of elementary 
students whose entire ex- 
perience has been a 
desegregated one,” Dr. Cronin 
said. ‘These schools and these 
students can provide the 
resources to help others 
discover the necessary com 
ponents for a successful tran 
sition from desegregation to 
integration.” 

In an effort to provide school 
officials and other community 
leaders with this type of 
assistance, the Illinois Office of 
Education (OE) has formed a 
consortium of school 
superintendents, administra- 
tors and board members from 
districts which havé been, im- 
plementing desegregation plans , 
for three or more years. 

“This group, representing 
districts from hout the 
state, is available to any school 
or community to share their 
cumulative knowledge and 
experience in a wide variety of 
areas," Cronin noted. Those

The collective experiences of 
these Illinois school districts 
af€¢onsistent with the findings 
of research done across the 
according to 
Cronin. 

Ina report based on a study of 
all research done in the U.S. on 
the relationships between 
desegregation and minority 
achievement, researchers 

obert Crain and Rita Mahard 

lude ‘that the “pasitive 
results. far outnumber the 
negative ones.” Desegregation 
works in achievement terms, 
say Crain and Mahard; it 
usually raises black 
achieyement, and rarely does it 
harm white achievement. 

Their research, which was 
commissioned by the National 
Review Panel on School 
Desegregation Research with 


support from the: National 
Institute of Eduéation and the 
Ford Foundation, reviews “73 
different. studies of » specific 
desegregation plans in all parts 
of the United States.’" 

Crain and Mahard found 
there are three primary reasons 
why desegregation raises black 
achievement: formerly white 
schools sometimes have better 
facilities, a mixture of social 
classes is educationally 
beneficial, and blacks profit 
from the opportunity to attend 
schools with whites. 

Researchers agree, say Crain 
and Mahard, that receptive 
teachers, an adequate 
curriculum, a serious effect to 
establish good race relations, 
and sound leadership are the 
necessary conditions for suc- 
cessful desegregation. 

Another component of suc- 
cessful desegregation, ac- 
cording to the report, is that the 
process . must. begin in the 
earliest possible grade. 
study showed that even pos 
poning desegregation until the 
second grade caused 
problems,” Crain and Mahard 
reported. 

“This research points out 
very clearly,” observed Supt. 
Cronin, “that the process’ of 
desegregation is not a Lorre 
one. Like other types 
educational change, 
desegregation can be done well 
or badly. 

“If it is done well, as it has 
been accomplished in a growing 
number of Illinois communities, 
then there is no reason why the 
desegregation process can't be 
used to strengthen the 
educational opportunities 
available in our public schools.”

Fed up with inflation?.U.S. 
budget balance could solve it

Taxpayers fed up with in- 
flation, high taxes and federal 
spending have some reason for 
optimism, according to Rep. 
Robert McClory, R-Lake Bluff. 

After years of more oratory 
than action, a constitutional 
amendment ‘to fill the big in- 
flation-fueling gap -- the dif- 
ference between what the 
federal government takes in 
and what it spends — now has a 
good chance, McClory said. 

A constitutional amendment 
requiring balanced federal 
budgets, except in times of war 
or national emergency, could be

In addition, 22 states—not 
including Ilinois—-have asked 
Congress to call a constitutional 
convention to adopt such an 
amendment. 

A mandatory budget balancer 
could provide some relief for 
the consumers if it reduced 
inflation, but it might not 
necessarily help taxpayers. 

There are two ways to end 
deficit spending by the federal 
government: one way is to cut 
spending to bring it in line with 
revenues, and the other is to 
increase taxes to match federal 
spending. 

But the hope is that Congress 
and the administration, without 
the deficit crutch, might be 
more prudent in dealing with 
spending measures if they knew 
the spending would trigger 
unpopular tax increases.

‘Take it easy' says Doctor 


CHICAGO — ‘Expecting too much, too soon is the 
biggest mistake some high school football coaches make in 
starting summer workout sessions,” according to Robert C. 
Hamilton, M.D., clinical assistant professor of orthopedic 
surgery at the University of Illinois Hospital, Chicago. 

As medical consultant to the Illinois State High School 
Association, Dr. Hamilton has noticed that some coaches em- 
ploy mehtods that do far more harm than good. 

“CONDITIONING is a key aspect of a successful 
season,’ he said, “‘But some coaches think players will be 
ready for full practice after a few days of conditioning.” 

He points out that many coaches neglect a good warm-up 
drill, Such a drill emphasizing flexibility is essential in 
preventing or at least minimizing the damage of sprains, 
strains and other injuries. 

_..Good conditioning will also bring players to their peal’ 
quicker,” Dr. Hamilton said, 

Plenty of water should be available during conditioning 
and double practice sessions during the extreme heat of the 
late summer: 

“COACHES. should have long ago eliminated the so- 
called “water discipline,” that is withholding water from a 
Player during practice as a method of. maintaining 
disci e," Dr. Hamilton said. “Such a practice could lead to 
heat cramps. beat exhaustion and heat stroke, which can be 

tal.” 

Although commercial salt retaining liquids, such as 
Saree are useful in maintaining adequate body fluid 
levels, Dr. Hamilton says they are not if 
consume adequate salt in their diets, « eee 


“Salt tablets do not seem to be necessary. They aren’t 
used anymore since they cause too many stomach 
problems,” Dr. Hamilton noted 

In scheduling double sessions, Dr. Hamilton suggests 
they be held in early morning and late afternoon. 

“‘In the middle of the day the sun is most intense and the 
heat is at its worst,” he said. z 

Pre and post-game weigh-ins are also important in 
monitoring a player's water loss during the grueling summer 
workouts. 

“ON THE AVERAGE." Dr. Hamilton noted, ‘‘if a player 
loses more than five pounds per session, he should be wat- 
ched carefully.”’ ° 

To help prevent injuries, strict attention should be given 
to proper fitting of equipment, according to Dr. Hamilton. 
“However, routine taping of the ankles and knees is not 
necessary ‘unless a player suffered a previous injury,” he 
said. “Even then, taping of the knee is not necessary unless 
the individual situation calls for it.” i 

For a player who has been injured, Dr, Hamilton 
suggest specific exercise routines to strengthen the area in- 

ved. 

“PLAYERS who have suffered a knee injury should pay 
special attention to strengthening the quadriceps (the-four 
muscles, surrounding the knee) and the hamstrings,’ Dr. 
Hamilton said. f 


Once the season begins, conditioning should still be main- 


tained, Dr. Hamilton warns. 
“Coaches make a big mistake if they think practice will, 
take the place of conditioning exercises,” he said.

Three persons died in Quad- 
City area traffic accidents 
during July, the'largest number 
of traffic fatalities in any single 
month so far this year, ac- 
cording to statics compiled by 
the Press-Record. Z 

While the. total of three traffic 
deaths was the same number as 
occurred ip the same month a 
year ago, it was two over the 
one fatality reported in June 
this year, and one above the two 
traffic fatalities occurring in 
February and two in March. 

Although the number of 
traffic deaths increased last 
month, the number of accidents 
which involved personal in- 
juries declined, as did the 
number of persons injured in 
those accidents. 

Traffic statistics show a total 
of 38 accidents occurred in the 
Quad-City area during July in 
which 59 persons were injured 
This compared with 54 injury 
accidents and 75 persons in- 
jured in July a year ago. 

During the previous month of 
June this year, there were 56 
injury accidents in which 76 
persons were injured. 

July accidents brought to 10 
the total number of fatalities 
during the first seven months of 
the year, a decrease of 6, or 37.5 
percent, below the 16 traffic 


deaths occurring during the 
same period in 1977. 

At the same time, the number 
of injury accidents and the 
number of persons injured in 
these accidents during the 
seven-month period this year 
wereless than those occurring a 
year ago.

Have you ever wondered 
how you'd handle Roscoe 
Tanner’s serve — if you had 
to? 

Besides standing behind 
the fence and hoping he 
double faults, there are ways 
of winning a point from a big 
(but not too big) server. 

First, position yourself 
properly on the court. Take a 
step or two or three back 
from the baseline and stand 
on a line that is equidistant 
between the. widest two 
possible serves he could hit. 
(In singles, this is normally 
near the singles side line.) 

Ashe drops his hands down 
to begin his service motion, 
take a step forward, and as he 
contacts the ball, bounce 
lightly on your toes. Being in 
motion as the ball is hit will 
help you react faster.

If all goes well, and the ball 
finds its way to the center of 
your racket, you should be 
able to make a solid, 
effortless return. 

If the ball doesn't find its 
way to the center of your 
racket, say, ‘Nice serve!" 

And get ready to try it 
again.

Be subtle— don’t 
‘spook’ the fish 


There's more to casting than 
distance and accuracy. 

Knowing where to place the 
cast is just as important and can 
make a significant difference in 
fishing success. 

Consider, for example, the 
traditional stump under which 
a big bass makes Its home. Most 
anglers cast directly to the 
stump. 

They don't realize that a fish 
is probably there waiting for 
something to eat, but when a 
lure comes crashing down 
nearby, the fish spooks and 
leaves. 

A better casting method is 
one recommended by 
outboards’ fishing experts, who 
suggest you cast beyond the 
stump and retrieve the lure past 
the fish in a natural manner. 

This same type of reasoning 
should apply to all the casts you 
make. 

The trick is to decide where 
the fish is lying and then to 
present the bait or lure so that it 
appears normal. 

round lily pads and weed 
beds, work the fringe areas 
rather than cast directly into the 
plants. 

Bass, pike and other species 
use aquatic weeds as hiding 
places. 

Cast beyond the fish, re- 
trieve parailel to the weeds, and 
your success will improve. 

This same technique works 
for sunken trees, along dikes, or 
anywhere there's an expanse of 
fish cover. 

When you suspect a fish is 
lying tight to the bank, cast the 
lure ashore and géhtly work it 
back to the water. 

This is effective with top- 
water plugs, flyrod popping 
bugs, and imitation insects.

“T said right now I’m busy involved in 
this, I think it was the sheriff's cocktail 
party or else his dinner one — I said 
whenever that's done, I said, maybe — 
sometime next week we can get together. 

“‘He never ever called me back so I just 
dropped it. But I.thought ‘I dught to men- 
tion that for whatever it's worth. 

“J would take that he meant something 
by that, you know, somebody better talk to 
me, you know. 

“I took it as somewhat of a threat. So, 
but I didn’t — that didn’t bother me. 

“I've been threatened by a lot of people 
before, I don’t necessarily like it but...” 

Q. ‘What kind of a threat?” 

A. “Just a threat. That maybe they 
going to do me’ in if I don’t help them 
because I know that they felt that I was in 
a position to help them. 

“Because — you see, I run the checks on 
all the places that liquor licenses are 
issued to. And I’m sure that they are. 


aware that by being the liaison officer ° 


between the state's attorney and the courts 
that I could possibly, maybe put something 
in favorable for them. 

“T don’t know, maybe he’s aware of the 
deal that was made at the Okay Cafe and 
maybe he wanted to see if he could work 
with me. 

“But I thought, no, I wouldn’t do it 
without anybody being present, you know. 
So then I could take it several ways, I just 
didn’t know. 

“When you deal with those kind of 
people, well you got to be cautious. 

“So I don’t — I wouldn’t meet any of 
them anywhere other than having 
someone with me.” 

Q. “Getting back to the subject of our 
investigation here of Ron Grzywacz. Now 
your association with him then was for a 
brief period of time? Now you've known 
him for long time, but not very well except 
for this brief, approximately...” 

A. “Yeah.”

“That was the only time that I had gone 
anywhere — no one other time, I think, I 
did go with Grzywacz, Goclan, I think 
there were about four guys. And Elaine 
Prince was along and several girls from 
Tony and Joe's. 

“So there might haye been —I would say 
not more than a half dozen times’ would I 
have socialized with Grzywacz other than 

that brief three-month period.” 

Q. “Your only connection in Grzywacz 
on shi, particular, contacting these 
People: Young, Jackie, M: Stewai 
Ai Ciotti, would have’ besn In the ‘con. 
nection with this investigation?” 

A. “With this investigation, right.” 

Q. “Have you ever or you or, Grzywacz 
or both of ypu, have ever solicited any 


payoffs from any of these people?” 

A. “No. When you say you or Grzywacz, 
I can only speak for myself.” 

MR. WEHRHEIM: ‘When you were 
together?” 

A. “When we were together, right. 


Grzywacz...” 
Q. ‘You, yourself, have never done 


A. “No. And Grzywacz has neyer done it 
in my: presence.” 

Q. “Did you ever have any information 
that he may have done it outside of your 
presence?” 

A. “No, no information. I think that 
there were some inferences from time to 
time. I think that probably this may have 
been his fault, I think, from his own fellow 
officers.”” 

“What do you mean?” 

A. “Well they were aware that he was 
doing something for Maeras, but they just 
simply didn't know what.” 

Q. “Oh, — so they assumed'the worst?" 

A. “Well I think — I think that, you 
know, Grzywacz — poor devil. I think that 
a lot of times he may — he may say the 
wrong thing. 

“And I think than rather tell them what 
he was doing he, you know, led them to 
believe — he may have led them to believe 
other things. 

“But I know that — in here in the City of 
Madison this was a long-standing practice, 
prostitution. That’s really where it all 
stems from, when it went from Madison to 
Collinsville Road. 

“So most of the police officers in 
Madison are pretty well aware. of them. 

“In fact, there’s prostitution going on in 
Madison now, we believe, and’one of our 
men is working on the thing. It’s Glen 
Neumann, he's working on it for the mayor 
of Madison. 

“We believe that there’s prostitution 
going in a tavern in Madison.” 

Q. “Just one?’” 

A. “Yeah, one. The Massage Parlor, 
they don’t know, you know. It’s kind of a — 
certain amount of..." 

Q. ‘What tavern’ 

A. “I think it’s Buzz's, I don’t know what 
the name — I’m not sure of the name 
exactly. I’m sure it’s Buzz’s Tavern.” 

MR. WEHRHEIM: “There’s a Buzz's 
Tavern.” 

A. “Well, then that’s the one it is. It's 
directly across the street from the 
Starlight Tavern on the 1200 block of 
Madison, 

“We're presently — we have a man 
working with Mike Sasyk’s investigator 
Paul Bartel, one of our men. They don’t 
know him, so consequently we feel we can 
do our best there.”’ 

Q. “How about — what is the jurisdiction 
of the sheriff as far as these metropolitan 
areas of cities in Madison County?"’ 

A. “Well, we have the right to go in any 
city, but we don’t generally do it without 
the police department’s knowledge. 

“We inform them what's going on when 
we know it, and we go in if they need our 
assistance.”” 

Q. “What if you inform them and they 
don't do anything about it?” 

A. “Well, I think that the sheriff well — I 
can't answer for the sheriff, I won't an- 
swer for the sheriff 

“I would only answer for myself. I would 
say that if — nothing was done, I think, we 
would then make it known to the state’s 
attorney, or at least I would.” 

Q. ‘Now these places, you named then, 
are the only places in Madison County that 
you were aware of at this time that had 
prostitution going on? Or,you had in- 
formation that prostitution was going on?” 

A. “Well, well I had information there 
was prostitution going on in Alton, 

“I don’t recall now, you know — back 
several years. But are several places at 
Alton, I think we presently gol something 
going on at the Airport Barn. Nothing in 
Granite City, nothing in Wood River that I 
knew of. I think that’s basically it.’” 

Q. “How about Cottage Hills area?" 

A. “That, I don't think so, I don’t think. 
Cottage Hills area is kind of a depressed 
area and generally you don't get into 
prostitution — well I shouldn't say that. 

“Collinsville Road is a fairly depressed 
area. But I would say no Cottage Hills, I 
wouldn’t think so. But...” 

Q. “Is Cottage Hills an 
area or is that under your 

A. “It’s unincorporated, it’s under us, 
Yeah, yeah I’m sure that there would be 
hit-and-miss prostitution. 

“But nothing on a large scale like the 
Club J or Myrene’s or Al Cioffi, nothing as 
big as that, I think...” 

Q. “They don’t have a race track 
nearby, either?” 

A. “No, right. And this is—and in- 
cidentally we just had to get the race 
track. I mean they had to give those people 
their licenses back and it’s just in time for 
race track.” 

Q. “Who's this Maddalino?” 

A. “Maddalino, yeah, the guy that 
wanted a nice tavern so he could give his 
kids a lot of something, you know, that’s 
what he told the chairman on the Liquor 
Board. 

“But those would be the only places 
testirig my memory. I'm sure there might 
be some here or there, you know, that are 
really insignificant, but not as big as these 
places.” 

Q. “‘Have you ever had any financial 
transactions with Ron Grzywacz?"” 

A. “No. You mean as him loaning me 
any money or...” 

MR. WEHRHEIM: “Loaning you 
anything, you buying anything from him, 
or selling him anything?” 

A. “TI do not believe I ever bought 
anything frorh Grzywacz, well I’m sure of 
it, I’m sure of it.” 

Q. “And you never sold anything?” 

A. “Testing my memory, no. I, I, I, [beg 
your pardon.”

A. “No, no, no I would have never sold 
Grzywaez anything because — things I 
generally have I don’t sell, you know. He 
would have never bought anything from 
me. 

“T had a motorcycle.I sold recently, but 
it wouldn’t have been him, { was to my 
neighbor.

“And he certainly wouldn’t have 
borrowed any money from me because I 
wouldn’t have been in a position to give 
him any money in — well maybe — I-m 
just guessing again.

MR. QUAYLE: “How did you find 
Myrene’s Steak House?’’ * 

A. “How did we find it? I'm not — I don’t 
follow the question.” : 

MR. QUAYLE: “‘Well, the location is off 
the track, off the beaten path.”” 

A. “I've been 11 years with the‘ sheriff's 
office and I have been on at least three 
successful raids. I even staked it out, with 
the chief deputy and another deputy by the 
name of Otto Swaggal. 

“I believe that would have been the first 
time that we hit Myrene’s and that 
probably would of — as under Sheriff 
Fraundorf — and that probably would 
have been about 1964.”" 

MR. QUAYLE: “What location is it?” 

A. “It’s in what they call Oakwood. “I 
don’t know the name of the street, it might 
even be Oakwood. 

“'T know that if you run down the street 
along the cemetery in Alton the — you go 
along the golf course and you turn right 
when you get to an area where the street 
goes Up, she right on top of the hill. So

Q. “That’s the place you conducted the 
raid?” 

A. ‘*Yeah, that's one of' the places.”’ 

Q. ‘Is that her personal residence?” 

A. “I think it is, I think they live — I’m 
sure they live there because when we weré 
there she showed us into her bedroom 
which is — seemed like it's — well at least 
half of the house. 

“Went in, walked into the back and in- 
stead of going downstairs you go straight 
on back,

“You couldn’t really do a very good 
surveillance from any place except right 
across the street, and this is where we did 
our surveillance; we pulled — there’s a 
driveway and it’s real brushy. : 

“We pulled right up in there and it didn’t 
— I don't think it went anywhere, but we 
sat there I don’t know how many nights. 

“So her place is pretty well concealed. 
You have to knock on the door. There's no 
way you can gain entry there unless you 
identify yourself or she knows you're a 


* customer. 


“Absolutely no way. It's oné of the mast 
difficult places to hold a surveillance on.”” 

MR. WEHRHEIM: “‘Did — then you and 
Grzywacz were together, I assumed you 
had some sort of conversation other than 
just business. Did he ever mention to you 
about any of his personal. assets or 
holdings or any of this nature such as . . .”” 

A. “No he never — he — well he's a 
funny guy. He never talked much about 
anything; although, I can see that he had a 
nice home, he had a swimming pool. 

“T think the guy next door, if I'm not 
mistaken, might be, well he's one of the 
police commissioners, Ed Ray Dubish. 

“T think Ed may help him, from time to™ 
time. I think that when they built a fence 
around both the houses, I think Ed put up 
the money if I’m not mistaken. 

“I, well, you know — I wouldn’t want to 
say for certain and I think he paid him 
back, you know, whatever the money 
amounted to. I don’t really. know. No, he 
never discussed too many of his business 
things with me. 

“T simply didn’t know Ron Grzywacz. I 
only knew him as seeing him as a 
policeman, you know, here and there. 

“I would see him at Madison police — 
but I have never been out with him socially 
until after that investjgation thing star- 
ted.”’ 

Q. “Now, your investigation then was 
farily well limited to certain, relatively 
few places of prostitution in Madison 
County. 

“I’m personally not aware of all places 
there might be. How about with regard to, 
say, towing funds paying back the various 
deputies. Did you get into that area at 
all?” 

A. “I think so, I think this is how it 
initially started. I think that the — one of 
the deputies came to me, a deputy by the 
name of Herb Horton — came to me and 
said there’s something funny going on. 

“And I said what’s that; and he said, 
well I want to talk to you about it a little 
later on. 

“He's one of our day process men. And I 
said well all right; so we went out and we 
had coffee. 

“He says, I think that there is a guy 
running around telling don't pay off the 
deputies, and if you are going to pay off 
anybody, you are going to pay off me. 

“I said OK. Who did they.go to, just tell 
me who they went to, ui 

“And he told me, I believe it was a Shell 
Station im Wood River, Tricky’s, if I can 
remember correctly. 

“So this is when I first went in and told 
Captain Nicholas, and he went in and 
talked to the sheriff. 

“The sheriff called me in, said, OK, you 
go and you check the thing out. “'I said all 
right, I’ will, So I.did it. 

“I went with Herb Horton the deputy 
that brought it up: He introduced me to the 
guy. In fact I made a recording. 

“Maybe I shouldn’t have. Put the 
briefcase — I had, I had a briefcase 
recorder, I had it in the back seat, and I 
made a recording of our conversation, 
which since has mysteriously gone, too. 

“But I remember the conversation very 
well. 

“He said that two guys came there and 
identified themselves as being friends of 
the sheriff, and if they were going to pay 
anybody off he wanted them to pay them.”” 

Q. “Who were they?” 

A. “Well I was told that one guy was the 
sheriff's brother-in-law, Peté Skundrich, I 
— I shouldn't say that. No, ‘they didn’t 
know who it was. 

“I later learned from somebody that it 
probably was Pete Skundrich and 
Grzywacz. 
“And Skundrich and acz were 
suppose to be doing the investigation that I 
subsequently did. 

“So I told.Demos about it; I went and 
talked to the guy at Tricky’s; Demos had

me come in with the sheriff. . 

“Told the sheriff exactly what I had 
found and the sheriff said well, your job, 
find out who's doing it; then I want to know 
about it. 

“So I checked it out; I went by and 
talked to Grzywacz. I said let me ask you 
something; have you been around talking 
to anybody. 

“He said, yeah we've talked to several 
people, I said, you ask them for payoffs? 
He said no. 

“I said are you certain. He said yes; he 
said, I'll tell something, Pete gets pretty 
loaded when he drinks and Pete — 

“T think what he told me that Pete said 
~ well you guys aren't paying off anybody 
around here anymore except the sheriff; 
he said, if anybody gets paid off it's the 
sheriff, 

“So I went back and reported that to 
Demos; he said well OK. You work 
together with Grzywacz, see what you can 
come up.with, we're run the intelligence on 
him. 

“The sheriff, I told him about it. He said 
well —.he just shook his head — he said 
well you know my brother-in-law is goofy, 
he drinks. 

“And that’s where I dropped it, But the 
guy that ran Tricky’s did say to me that 
two guys — he didn’t know who they were. 

“T don't know whether Grzywacz ever 
admitted that to me or not. But he did say 
that he had been around talking to 
people.” 

Q. “What other towing funds, other than 
Tricky’s? About Mick Fincher?” 

A. "I'm sure that we talked, to Mick 
Fincher. I'm sure, in fact, talked to —I’m 
sure lalked to S; & K. about it. 

“I’m sure Brun’s Tee Check, Woodshell 

“Woodshell told us — a kid named Ed 
Stammer which wasn’t there at the time 
but I since talked to him. Ed Stammer, and 
he supposed to be: paying off deputies. Of 
course . 

Q. “Did they. say they did?” 

+A. ‘Yeah, they all said they did. No I 
shouldn't say Mick; Mick didn’t admit it. 

“'S. and K. said, no, he wouldn't pay 
them, Richards, Skelly’ Station. 

“Richards never paid anybody off. 

“And I think this was a deputy thing, 
though, you know, man-to-man contact.”* 

A. “In other words, you give me so 
much, I'll see.that you get the call on the 
accident?” 

A. “Probably something like that. 1 
tKink — I think that the payoff may have 
been something like that —§5, $7 bucks per 
unit, We stopped that.’’ 

Q. “OK you mentioned a number of 
towing firms, now some admitted paying 
or said they paid off...” 


A. “Well, they did admit it like this, For 
example, I ‘checked with this Ed Stammer. 

“T said, well, what's going on here. In 
fact, I saw one of the deputy's names, and 
Sergeant Burns would have been with me 
at that time. 

“Tt was Sergeant Warfield and he had a 
bill up there for 70 some dollars. 

“*He said Warfield, and I look up and said 
jo Ed — I don’t know what his last name is 
— Ed Stammer. 

“I said, Ed, let me ask you this. Is that 
what I think it means? He said what do you 
mean? 

“T said, well is that guy going to pay that 
bill here or are you getting towing because 
you take care of his work.

“TL have I — he and I don’t agree on a lot 
of areas, but I doubt that seriously.” 

Q. “Grzywacz denied ever receiving any 
payoffs from Tricky, was it, I think you 
mentioned?

He denied it, he 
said they had talked to different people. 

“And Lesting my memory again, I may

A. “Prostitution is what I did with 
Grzywacz, basically, I — we went to the 
towing firms to find out; that’s right, we 
went to the tow’ firms to find out who 
was — of course Mick Fincher denies it. 

“Richard said that he had a lot of guys 
approach him, but he didn’t want to get 
into it. I think Richard can best confirm 
that, Richard Long his name.” 


'Q. Long % 
A. “Long, right. He said, arid I had — as * 


a deputy, I had quite a number of cars 
towed by Richard and I can safely say that 
he never paid me any money 

“And when Musso got in, Richard was 
cutout. And he had been cut out for quite a 
few years until Sheriff Maeras came in. 

“Now when Maeras came in, he was still 
out, he was on the outs with some of the 
deputies, and until we went to this area 
towing several months back, why Richard 
was completely out. 

“Now Richard and Mick, I think there 
are 10 towing firms now that are getting all 
the business. That’s to eliminate any 
deputy payoffs.” 

Q. “Is that essentially all the major 
towing firms in Madison County, 10? or 


A. “Yeah, McClanahan from Collins- 
ville, Let’s see. 1 don’t know the ones up 
north too well. Captain Rizzi would better 
know those. I don’t know those ones in the 
east...” 

Q. “Highland or that area, I assume 
there probably wouldn't be very many?” 

A. “Well, there’s not much, but there is a 
guy for that area. 

“There's a guy for the Cottage Hills 
area, I don’t know those people either. 

“I have never ever talked to them at any 
time except when we had our area towing 
thing worked out a couple of months back, 
three or four months whatever it was, 
whenever we put it in.”

Politically, “stonewalling” might appear 
to be attractive to some officials — a clan- 
nish approach in which past friendship 
predominates and no corrective action is 
taken. Or, it might seem politically wise to 
throw a few “to the wolves,” rather than 
await the embarrassment and loss of voter 
support from potential election-eve in- 
dictments. 

But board members’ responsibility goes 
beyond political considerations, even 
though each is elected to the board as a 
Democrat or Republican. As the 
legislative body of Madison County gover- 
nment, the board has an overriding 
obligation to the cause of good govern- 
ment, to the restoration or maintenance of 
public confidence in Courthouse area 
Processes. 


There is no way that laymen ean 
evaluate the validity of various allegations. 
But there may well be procedures that the 
county government, perhaps through the 
Sheriff's Merit Commission, can use to 
seek and obtain answers. The state's at- 
torney also would appear to have con- 
siderable power to act, if he chose to do so. 

At stake is not only the caliber of law en- 
forcement in the county through the 
present four-year sheriff term ending in 
December, but also the quality of the staff 
that the new sheriff will inherit for the 
1978-82 period. And the quality of the 
county government. And the public's per- 
ception of its county government. 

The federal investigation now in its fifth 
year admittedly has brought out many 
allegations, but there is no telling how fast 
Uncle Sam is going to move, or how many 
major suspects and “small fry” he will get 
around to. Awkward as it may be to deal 
with acquaintances, friends and neighbors, 
county-level officials owe it to them and to 
the public to work toward dismissals or 
exoneration, prosecutions or clearance.

Collinsville Herald — There 
was a time in Illinois when a 
number of districts had three 
state representatives of the 
same party. Their party 
dominance was sufficient to 
insure that. 

The legislative committee 
had to opt for three candidates, 
risking the possibility that the 
other party would only go for 
two and elect both due to the 
extra division of votes on the 
other party's slate. 

It was all a pecularity of the 
unique vote for one-two-or-three 
Tlinois House_ of Represen- 
tatives arrangements. 

Heading off such possibilities, 
minority party committees 
sometimes went for only one, 
and: their election was really 
finished in the primary. 

The late Ralph T. Smith, later 


. speaker of the House and U.S. 
.senator, arranged a deal like: 


this for himself. 

Ironically, he was chairman 
of the Republican state com- 
mittee to elect more 
representatives when he set up 
the lone GOP member from his 
district. 

The Constitution of 1970 ended 
that, Each party must put up at 
least two candidates. 

It may not have been planned 
that way, but this gives a party 
with preponderant power at the 
polls the opportunity to elect 
three. 

There are no districts with 


three representatives of the 
same party at present. District 
26 has one independent and two 
Democrats. 

That's the background for the 
independent candidacy of Joe 


Lucco for representative in the 
S6th District. Joe got beat by a 
paper-thin margin by Sam Wolf, 
and the top vote-getter, Jim 
McPike, wasn't very far ahead. 

After| making the recount 
effort and falling short, Lucco 
has formed his own in- 
dependependent party and will 
run as an independent. 

He says he is still a Democrat, 
but his candidacy has 
politicians of both sides 
scratching their heads. He has 
to put some token c&ndidates 
for other legislative posts on his 
ticket, but makes it plain that 
nobody is suppased to vote for 
them, just Joe and two 
Democrats. 

What will that do? 

If the district were 
reasonably evenly divided 
between Democrats and 
Republicans, it would almost 
certainly result in the election 
of two Republicans. 

The Democrats would be 
voting 1-1-1 and the Republicans 
%-l'z, so that fewer 
Republicans could still run their 
two candidates in ahead of the 
three Democrats, only one of 
whom would be elected. 

But the district isn’t 
reasonably evenly divided. It is 
overwhelmingly Democratic. 

The last two elections, recent 
enough to be tip-off to the way 
the next one will almost surely 
go, demonstrates that all three:

Lucco, can be 
elected.

Births, deaths 
show decline 
during July 


A total of 59 births reported in 
the Quad-City area during July 
dropped by 17 below the total of 
76 reported in the same montha 
year ago, while the total of 38 
deaths last month declined from 
47 in the same month a year 
ago, according to a vital 
statistics report released by 
City Clerk Robert Stevens. 

The report listed only one 
fetal death last month, up from 
none reported in July 1977 

The 59 July births was a 
reduction of one below the 60 
reported in june this year, while 
the 38 deaths last month was a 
decline of one beiow the 39 
reported the previous month. 
The one fetal death, however, 
was a decline of two below the 
three fetals reported in June. 

The July statistics brought to 
419 the total number of births 
during the first seven months of 
this year, a decline of 169, or 28 
percent below the 588 births 
reported during the same 
period last year.
